THE  ALL  HELP  LEAGUE. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

You  will  readily  understand  that  I  am  addressing  these  few  lines  to  you  at 
a  time  of  great  anxiety  for  all  those  concerned  with  the  welfare  and  future  of  our 
Hospital.  The  widespreading  cloud  of  our  rebuilding  scheme  naturally  over¬ 
shadows  all  else  at  the  moment,  but,  as  you  will  gather  when  reading  our  annual 
story,  there  is  a  distinct  silver  lining  even  to  this. 

Provision  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  in  undiminished  force  during 
the  period  of  change  was  the  first  care  of  our  Board.  A  lease,  but  unfortunately 
not  the  freehold,  of  the  old  Cleveland  Street  Sick  Asylum  has  been  obtained  at 
a  considerable  rental.  Those  of  you  who  were  familiar  with  the  former  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  building  will  have  no  difficulty  in  realising  that  much  had  to  be  done 
before  it  could  be  made  fit  for  our  patients.  No  effort  has  been  spared  to  make 
it  a  worthy  Annexe  to  your  old  Hospital,  and  in  the  light  of  modern  experience 
even  to  effect  improvements  upon  the  previous  standard  of  accommodation 
and  equipment.  Such  necessary  work  of  reparation  and  refurnishing  in  its  widest 
sense  is  nowadays  a  costly  undertaking,  so  perhaps  you  will  not  be  surprised 
to  learn  that  some  £40,000  has  been  spent  on  this  object.  The  result  in  the 
opinion  of  all  has  proved  distinctly  satisfactory.

The  Annexe  was  opened  with  due  ceremony  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
by  the  Rt.  Hon.  Neville  Chamberlain,  the  Minister  of  Health,  who  recognis¬ 
ing  the  importance  of  the  occasion,  found  time  among  his  many  heavy  duties 
to  attend  and  speak  with  cheering  friendliness  of  the  future  of  our  Voluntary 
Hospitals. 

You  will  be  interested  to  learn  that  when  the  period  of  change  has  been  passed 
and  the  Annexe  is  no  longer  required  as  a  substitute  for  the  Hospital  Wards 
it  will  be  chiefly  utilised  for  your  new  and  efficient  Out-Patient  Department. 
Many  of  you  do  not  need  to  be  told  that  this  will  supply  a  long-felt  want,  for 
only  lack  of  means  and  room  has  prevented  the  earlier  provision  of  this  sorely 
needed  accommodation. 

One  of  the  pleasing  features  of  our  Appeal  Campaign  has  been  the  wide 
support  given  to  the  Reconstruction  Fund  by  the  old  friends  of  the  Hospital 
of  all  classes  ;  from  this  I  think  we  may  say  that  those  who  best  know  its  work 
and  needs  are  the  first  to  rally  to  its  help  in  such  a  crisis. 

The  Appeal  at  the  time  of  writing  has  been  at  work  just  over  a  year.  Owing 
to  recent  events  its  activities  practically  had  to  cease  for  something  like  a  month, 
yet  in  spite  of  this  drawback  the  total  received  or  safely  promised  is  now  over 
£303,500.  I  hope  you  will  agree  with  me  in  thinking  that  this  is  no  mean  per¬ 
formance  on  the  part  of  all  concerned.  There  is,  however,  yet  a  severe  task  to 
be  faced  before  the  course  is  finished  and  the  winning  number  hoisted  on  the 
board  in  triumph.  The  pedigree  of  the  Hospital  is  evidence  that  it  is  bred  to 
stay,  so  like  a  good-class  horse  it  should  finish  stoutly  without  flinching  under 
pressure  however  severe.

May  I  remind  yon  that  the  All  Help  League  funds  go  towards  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  our  Hospital  ?  You  will  realize  that  two  buildings  are  a  great  deal 
more  expensive  to  support  than  one,  and  in  consequence  the  average  upkeep 
of  each  bed  per  week  has  risen  from  £4.  1.  0  to  £4.  5.  0.  While  I  am  glad  that 
our  members  should  subscribe  towards  the  work  of  reconstruction,  I  do  urge 
that  you  will  not  let  the  maintenance  suffer  on  this  account. 

So  far  I  have  dealt  with  questions  of  a  general  character  which,  I  trust,  will 
prove  of  interest  to  you,  but  now  I  must  come  to  a  more  personal  matter.  It  is  with 
much  regret  that  I  have  to  tell  you  that  I  am,  at  any  rate  for  a  time,  severing 
my  connection  with  the  All  Help  League.  It  has  been  a  labour  of  love  with  me 


Branch  Hospital  and  Convalescent  Home. 
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to  have  been  brought  into  contact  with  its  members  for  a  period  of  over  eight 
years,  and  I  am  sincerely  sorry  that  private  responsibilities  now  compel  me  to 
hand  it  into  the  keeping  of  others.  May  I  make  a  last  request  to  you  ?  It  is 
that,  if  you  wish  to  show  your  appreciation  for  anything  that  I  have  been  able 
to  do  for  our  Hospital,  you  will  still  strive  your  utmost  to  maintain  the  suc¬ 
cessful  working  of  our  old  League.  Perhaps  at  some  future  time  I  may  be  able 
to  return  ;  if  so  I  dearly  hope  that  I  may  then  find  it  as  flourishing  as  ever.
